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This  is  the  second  of  a  series  of  bulletins  giving  estimated  food  balances  for 
some  80  Free  World  countries  in  or  about  the  year  1958.  The  food  balance, 
summarizing  in  statistical  form  the  food  supply  situation  of  a  country  or  area, 
shows  production,  import  requirements,  export  availabilities,  the  utilization 
of  domestically  consumed  supplies,  and  national  consumption,  both  total  and 
average  per  capita,  of  individual  foods  or  food  groups.  The  methodology  sup- 
plied in  analyzing  the  composition  of  the  food  supply  and  its  disappearance 
through  the  food  balance  approach  is  discussed  in  U.S.D.A.  Agriculture 
Monograph  10,  July  1951,  which  is  available  in  most  libraries.  Here  it  should 
be  noted  that  many  countries  report  only  a  part  of  their  food  production,  while 
few  report  stocks  or  utilization  of  supplies.  To  present  a  reasonably  com- 
plete picture  of  food  supplies,  it  has  been  often  necessary,  therefore,  to  fill 
in  gaps  with  estimates  based  on  fragmentary  information  from  scattered  sources. 
Consequently,  the  actual  supply  level  for  individual  foods  and  for  all  foods 
combined  as  indicated  in  the  balances  should  be  regarded  as  approximate  rather 
than  precise.

Introduction 

The  Far  East,  excluding  Mainland  China,  has  more  than  850  million  people  or 
about  30  percent  of  the  world's  population.  It  is  predominantly  agricultural. 
Nearly  70  percent  of  the  people  are  dependent  on  agriculture  for  their  livelihood. 
Output  per  person  is  low  because  farms  are  small  and  the  scientific  and  mechanical 
advances  made  in  the  West  have  been  applied  only  in  a  limited  way  in  this  part  of 
the  world.  Certain  commercial  crops  such  as  rubber,  cotton,  and  tobacco  are  grown 
with  advantage,  but  emphasis  is  on  the  production  of  subsistence  crops.  About  85 
percent  of  the  total  agricultural  output  consists  of  food  crops;  this  proportion 
remains  virtually  unchanged  from  prewar.  Domestic  food  production  is  supplemented 
by  substantial  net  imports  of  food  grains  averaging  about  10  million  tons  annually 
in  recent  years.  This  is  a  considerable  share  of  the  total  world  trade,  and  com- 
pares with  net  exports  of  almost  3  million  tons  prewar.  Nevertheless,  it  is  less 
than  5  percent  of  the  food  consumption  in  the  region. 

With  low  per  capita  output  of  food  and  of  products  that  can  be  traded  for 
food,  consumption  levels  are  low.  Average  food  consumption  for  the  region  as  a 
whole,  in  terms  of  energy  value,  is  estimated  at  only  2,100  calories  per  person  per 
day,  or  well  below  the  average  for  most  other  underdeveloped  regions,  including 
Western  Asia,  Africa,  and  Latin  America.  Variation  among  countries  within  the 
Far  East  is  relatively  slight — from  about  2,000  in  Pakistan  to  somewhat  more  than 
2,300  in  Japan,  Taiwan,  and  Singapore.  Variation  within  countries  is  almost  cer- 
tain to  be  much  greater.  The  composition  of  the  diet  varies  widely.  Grain  con- 
sumption is  highest  in  Northeast  Asia,  but  throughout  the  region  it  is  higher  than 
in  most  countries  of  the  Western  World.  In  only  a  few  countries  of  the  Far  East 
does  grain  account  for  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  total  calories.  Animal  protein 
foods  are  consumed,  but  sparingly.   In  such  populous  countries  as  India,  Pakistan, 
and  Indonesia  they  contribute  less  than  5  percent  of  the  energy  value  of  the  food 
supply.  Even  in  Japan,  where  fish  is  an  important  source  of  protein,  the  amount 
of  animal  protein  in  the  diet  is  small  compared  to  vegetable  protein,  obtained 
mostly  from  grains  and  pulses.  The  share  of  fats  in  the  diet  is  highest  in 
Singapore  and  the  Federation  of  Malaya  and  lowest  in  South  Korea.  Fruits  and 
vegetables  are  most  important  in  Ceylon,  Indonesia  and  the  Philippines,  where 
fresh  coconuts  are  consumed  in  substantial  quantities. 

Detailed  information  of  the  food  supply  in  12  Far  East  countries  may  be  found 
in  the  food  balances  here  presented.  Data  on  production  and  consumption  of  food- 
stuffs in  the  Far  East  are  still  far  from  satisfactory.  In  fact,  only  12  countries 
were  included  in  this  study  because  of  the  inadequacy  of  data  in  the  other  coun- 
tries. Official  figures  were  used  where  possible,  but  frequently  these  are  under- 
reported  or  are  otherwise  incomplete.  For  some  commodities  no  official  estimates 
of  production  have  been  made.  Thus,  it  has  been  necessary  to  employ  FAS  estimates 
in  many  instances,  especially  for  commodities  that  enter  but  little  into  commer- 
cial channels.  Data  on  the  grain  crops  are  generally  more  reliable  than  those  on 
fruits  and  vegetables,  while  production  of  livestock  products  is  probably  least 
satisfactorily  reported. 

Trade  data  are  taken  primarily  from  official  sources.  Data  on  stocks  are 
given  when  available  from  government  or  trade  sources,  but  frequently  these  do  not 
include  farm  stocks.  Changes  in  farm  stocks  for  many  of  the  grains  were  esti- 
mated. For  many  commodities  no  data  are  available  on  stocks,  and  it  was  assumed 
that  changes  were  not  significant.  Utilization  data  were  generally  unavailable 
from  official  sources,  and  FAS  estimates  have  been  widely  employed.
